Whatever may have been true of the 
men of that ancient, colony, we must 
absolve the men of oar country who 
have themselves created great fortunes 
from tbo charge of boasting and inso¬ 
lence. 

In most instances those wen have to 
the end of their lives preserved the 
democratic character that distinguish¬ 
ed this country doting and for half a 
century after the Revolution. 

It Is the dcscendenis of these pio¬ 
neers who “boast themselves extrav¬ 
agantly and insolently', “ ’

men like George F. Baer get so potted 
up with egoism that they Consider 
themselves appointed by divine author¬ 


ity to awn the natural riches of earth, 
and praise themselves a# philssthra- 
plats because they give tho intcllcctaxl 
dwarfs a chance to go down into tbs 
Vowels of the> earth, and 
“Dig dusky diamonds 
All tho season round; 

Where a wreath of 
Sunshine no*r can be found/' 

Wo arc glad to note that tho number 
of man of aaeh Hn-Baor-abto toattil 
arc not in tho same majority atr.csg 
tho men of original wealth. 

The great danger that Cicero dis¬ 
cerned, and hak overwhelmed many ra¬ 
tions, crops out in the doings and say¬ 
ings of tho second, third and fcitrih 
generations of men and women whose 
wealth has been inherited, and brihl 
have diminished in the same projmrSka 
that tho interest upon their money bt* 
increased.
